REPORT OF BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



To the President and Members of the White River Conference: 

We bring to your notice with gratitude the fact of a considerable 
increase in collections for Missions in our Conference for the past year. 
Helena District paid in full, for which work we commend the Presid- 
ing Elder, Pastors and Churches of the District. We hail the time 
when every District shall pay in full. W e ought to hang our heads in 
shame that we giye such pitiable sums to carry Christ to the heathen 
world. 

As this Century closes we would sound a bugle note to our entire 
Conference to wake up and make a mighty forward movement in 
saving the world — seeing the open doors and the mighty responsibility 
upon us. 

We give thanks to God for the victories of the closing Century, 
and pray that the great commission of our risen Lord may be fully 
obeyed by us in the closing Century. 

We are in hearty sympathy with and commend the call for the 
great Southern Missionary Conference in New Orleans, La., April 24th, 
1901, and we trust that this Conference may have a full delegation 
there.

The Board of Church Extension respectfully submits the following 
report: 

We were pleased to have with us Dr. P. H. Whisner, secretary of 
the General Board, and to learn that there is a gratifying increase in 
the collections for this important interest. During the brief history of 
this organization 4,461 churches have been aided by donations amount- 
ing to $811,242.00, and by loans amounting to $345,760.00.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



TWENTIETH CENTURY EDUCATIONAL. FUND. 

Rev. F. S. H. Johnston, manager of the twentieth century fund, 
appeared before your Board in person and made an oral statement con- 
cerning the amount collected and progress made in this movement in 
the Conferences of the State. 

We rejoice at what has been done. More than $60,000 have been 
secured in the State by direct canvass. Many of our people have not 
yet contributed, and we urge that the canvass be continued through 
another year, and that our pastors present the claim more diligently 
to their member si 

We recommend that watch night be observed throughout the Con- 
ference, and the Sunday before that the Sunday Schools and public 
services be devoted to this cause. 

HENDRIX COLLEGE. 

Rev. A. C. Millar, president of Hendrix College, made a very grat- 
ifying report concerning the work and progress of the college. In 
addition he gave us a written document setting forth more minutely 
the important details. The present enrollment being far in excess of 
last year’s, with promise of large increase after the holidays. The 
school opened with a larger number of college students than ever be- 
fore in its history. The religious life and general conduct of the stu- 
dent body are good, full of zeal and earnestness. About six hundred 
volumes have been added to the library this year, and through the 
generosity of Bro. W. M. Clifton five hundred dollars have been ex- 
pended in fitting up a chemical laboratory for advanced work. About 
five hundred dollars have been expended on the dormitories, so that 
they have been thoroughly renovated and their physical condition 
made better than at any time since the year after their erection. The 
Trustees made arrangements before the fall opening to strengthen its 
faculty and provide for it a more adequate support. They also passed 
strong resolutions urging the raising of an endowment for a chair to 
be devoted to the instruction in the English Bible. We regret the 
meagerness of our Conference collections and the small amount which 
has been turned over in aid of this our own college. And we recom- 
mend: 

First, A continuance of the educational assessments and a more 
industrious effort on the part of the pastors to collect in full from every 
charge the apportioned amounts for education. 

Second, That Rev. W. B. Ricks, in place of Dr. Z. T. Bennett, be 
appointed as Trustee of the College. 
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Third, That we re-iterate our endorsement of the resolutions of 
the Board of Trustees looking to the endowment of a chair devoted to 
instruction in the English Bible. 

ACADEMIES. 

We rejoice at the great progress made by the Hendrix Academies 
at Mena, Orchard and Imboden. The total enrollment last year was 
one hundred and eighty-nine, making a totol of three hundred and fif- 
teen students under the instruction and supervision of Hendrix Col- 
lege. Their values are: Orchard Academy, ^11,500. 

Sloan Academy, 10,000. 

Mena Academy, 11,000. 

GALLOWAY COLLEGE. 

The following is a report sent to us by the Secretary of the Board 
of Trustees. From what we see and hear from others, the college is 
doing better than ever in its eventful history. 

First, We have a larger enrollment of boarding pupils and equally 
as large number of day pupils as ever before. 

Second, The health of the student body is all that we could ask or 
expect. 

Third, The moral conditions are good and improving all the time. 

Fourth, The new teachers are giving entire satisfaction in their 
departments. 

Fifth, The whole trend of the college life shows that the college 
is meeting the demands of its founders and promoters in a degree never 
before attained. 

Sixth, The final summing up of the financial condition shows that 
the amount due on building, fixtures and furniture is being reduced. 

We, your Board, recommend that the full amount be paid at the 
earliest possible date, from the money secured by the twentieth cen- 
tury collections as far as it is available, without interfering with the 
right of the donors to direct their own gifts. 

We further urge a greater diligence on the part of the members of 
the White River Conference in assisting and sustaining, by all means 
in their power, our own schools and colleges. Every pastor and mem- 
ber of our church should feel morally obligated to do his best toward 
sending our own girls and boys to our own schools. 

VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. 

Concerning this great institution of our church it is hardly neces- 
sary that your Board make a report. Its merit and advantages are too 
fully known to need any recommendation from us. It affords ample 
facilities for highest culture and thorough training along all profes- 
sionaTlines. With its present endowment increased by the twentieth 
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century collections we feel assured that the day is not far distant 
when in no land or country can there be supplied better and more 
adequate means for higher Christian education and scholarship. 

We have received no communication from this institution at this 
session of the Conference. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

A communication from the Secretary of the Board of Education, 
Dr. J. D. Hammond, shows that the annual assessment upon our Con- 
ference for the ensuing year is $140.00, to be distributed throughout 
the various districts. 

The Secretary asks that the assessment of $100 be made on the 
White River Conference for Paine and Lane Institutes.

REPORT ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 



To the Bishop and Members of the White River Annual Conference: 

Brethren:' — We, your committee on Books and Periodicals, beg 
to submit the following report: 

Since the founding of Methodism the output of the press has been 
a powerful agent in the dissemination of religious thought and knowl- 
edge, and was used by Mr. Wesley and his successors as an auxiliary 
of the pulpit. As a result of that policy our Publishing House in Nash- 
ville, Tennessee, has been established and maintained and with grati- 
fying results. The net sales for the year ending March 31st, are 8383,- 
746.94; for the same period last year 8343,298.43, showing an increase 
of 840,447.61. We would commend to our brethren the many new and 
valuable books, the works of the strong men of our own Church, pub- 
lished by our house. It is unnecessary for us to press any special eu- 
logiums on our connectional and Conference organs. They speak for 
themselves. They ought to be in the homes of all our people. The 
pastors will find them their strongest helpers, in fact they are abso- 
lutely indispensible to an intelligent and sympathetic membership of 
our Church. 

We deplore the introduction of papers teaching strange doctrines 
and inveighing against our Church, and would urge our pastors to dis- 
courage their introduction. 

l\e recommend the re-appointment of Revs. S. H. Babcock, S. L. 
Cochran, and M. M. Smith as Publishing Committee of the Arkansas 
Methodist. 

We further recommend the establishment of a library association 
for the purpose of collecting and distributing good books, especially 
for the benefit of those who cannot afford to buy them.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 



To the Bishop and Members of the White River Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren : — In the liquor traffic we recognize an organized 
enemy, a gigantic evil, an unmitigated curse to mankind. In the pres- 
ence of such an evil the church dare not keep silent, nor remain inac- 
tive. And it is exceedingly important that this Conference continue 
to manifest its interest in the cause of temperance in an official and 
public way. But a mere report upon this question on the Conference 
fioor may have not even a tantalizing effect upon this sullen foe. We 
must do more than talk and draft resolutions. And no weak effort nor 
spasmodic attack upon such an evil as this will ever subdue it or even 
repress it. Nothing short of unrelenting war by all the redeemed sol- 
diery of the “Lord of hosts” will drive the enemy back, or hold it at 
bay. If we are successful in this mighty conflict, the entire member- 
ship of the church of Christ must rally to the support of the ministry 
while it proclaims against the unholy traffic with all of its accumulated 
power. 

Furthermore, we are citizens of this commonwealth which is no 
less affected by this evil than the church of God by whom we are 
taught to “render unto Caesar the things that are Caesar’s; and unto 
God the things that are God’s.” Let us therefore remember that the 
jury, the office and the ballot are powerful agencies in advancing or 
hindering the cause we represent; and we herein declare that it is in 
the highest and most sacred sense mandatory upon every Christian 
citizen to use such means which God himself has placed in our hands, 
and to use them aright. So long as these agencies are made to oper- 
ate against us our cause must suffer partial defeat. 

But our people have not been idle; the vigorous efforts of the 
ministry and the church all over the State are attested by the many 
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victories which have been won over the enemy, ;and the improved 
sentiment among the people. In many places the traffic is largely, if 
not wholly, broken up, and in all it is condemned and disallowed as a 
legitimate business. We are glad to note that in the recent elections 
held throughout our State, thirty- one out of seventy- five counties, 
voted against whiskey license, while it was by only a comparatively 
small majority that the State voted for license. There was a gain over 
the former election of 2481 votes; and even in those places where the 
traffic was not voted out, the fight was not in vain. The church has 
been strengthened and lawlessness has been restrained. 

We would also commend the Anti- Saloon League for the telling 
work which it has done. Many brilliant achievements have rewarded 
its vigorous prosecutions, and it has demonstrated itself to be a pow- 
erful agency in overcoming the saloon. We not only acknowledge in 
it a strong force and helper in the cause of temperance, but give its 
work our hearty endorsement, and pledge the organization our sym- 
pathy and co-operation. The Searchlight, which is the official organ 
of the Anti- Saloon League of Arkansas, is a valuable paper and has 
done much to enlighten the mind and quicken the pulse of the people 
on this great question. It is worthy of a place in every home, and we 
commend it to our people. 

Conscious of the strength and obstinacy and danger of the saloon 
in our land, we would urge our brethren to guard against indifference 
and discouragements, imprudence and bitterness. We must be wise as 
serpents and harmless as doves, bold as lions and meek as lambs. The 
man with brain in his head, love in his heart and valor in his soul, is the 
saloon’s most dreaded antagonist. F. A. JEFFETT, Chairman.

REPORT ON SPIRITUAL STATE OF THE CHURCH, 



To the Bishop and 'Members of the White River Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — We are glad to note that many of our pastors 
have had good revivals in their charges, that the spiritual life of the 
church has been quickened, that the membership has been stimulated 
to greater activity in the Master’s cause, and we believe that there has 
been a general forward movement of the host of Israel. We are grat- 
ified to know that there has been an increase in the membership of 
the church in our bounds over the previous year, and that the people 
have been more liberal in their support of the ministry. 

We believe that the Methodist church was founded, and is being 
maintained, for the purpose of spreading scriptural holiness; and we 
believe that the ministry of our church is preaching and is holding up 
» to our people the Bible standard of Christianity, and we therefore feel 
that our preachers ought to discourage the organization of so-called 
“Holiness Bands” and other such societies as are not under the auspi- 
cies and direction of the church and the regularly constituted ministry. 
We regret very much to know that some of our people and a few of 
our pastors have allowed, and even invited, a class of so-called preach- 
ers to come into our bounds who are not identified with any church, 
and whose preaching is calculated to engender strife and division, and 
create a spirit of disloyalty and come-out-ism among our members. 

We therefore recommend that our preachers employ no evangelist 
who has severed his connection with our itineracy in an irregular or 
illegal manner, or who has been discontinued for legal cause, and no 
preacher who is not identified with some church; because we believe 
that such practice is subversive to the administration of discipline, and

In Memoriam 



REV. JOHN EIPSON. 

Rev. John Eidson, for ten years a member of the White River 
Annual Conference, passed to his reward from Jonesboro, Ar- 
kansas, March 16th, 1900. Born in Kentucky, December 1850, he 
had passed, by a few months, the half century period; but seem- 
ed to be in the prime of his powers and to have years of useful- 
ness before him. 

From the time he was admitted on trial in 1888 to his death 
he had served only four different appointments, viz., Shiloh cir- 
cuit, Jonesboro circuit, Harrisburg circuit, and Cotton Belt 
mission, having made only one quarter on the last named work. 
He was a fearless and faithful preacher and had fine gifts as a 
pistor. It WJ-3 his mission and his delight to be a circuit 
preacher. 

He was a man of the people. He lovod them, trusted them 
and worked for their good. Without even academic training he 
had fine natural ability with rare courage and common sense . 
He laid upon the altar of the church a loving heart and put into 
his ministry the power of a redeemed and valorous manhood. 
He defended Methodist doctrine and polity; preached with 
evangelical fervor; visited the homes of his people and looked 
after all the details of a preacher’s work. The people loved 
him and the Lord’s work prospered in his hands. 

He was planning great things for his new charge ; but the 
meeting appointed to begin an aggressive campaign proved to 
be the end of his earthly labors. He went from that meeting 
to minister to his family stricken with smallpox, and, after their 
recovery, to be himself prostrated with the same disease and 
then translated to his Father’s house. 

He desired to live to finish his work in the church and to 
help his wife rear their children for God; but he felt no fear as 
“he walked through the valley of the shadow of death.” He 
“fell on sleep” as quietly as the stars fade from view when the 
king <5f day waves the golden banners of the morning. He sent 
messages of love to the brethren of the Conference, and asked 
us to meet him “when the roll is called up yonder.” 




In Memoriam 



MRS. KATE BARRETT. 

Mrs. Kata Barrett, wife of Rav. Frank Barrett, “fell on 
sleep” April 11th, 1900, at the parsonage in Jonesboro. Her 
death was unexpected to family and friends, and seemingly un- 
timely because of her needed ministrations in the home and 
church. 

She was a bright, cheerful, whale-haarted Christian, meet- 
ing bravely the duties of life in every relation.
